MIDNIGHT HORROR. 



Unparalleled Railway Disas- 
ter Near Chatsworth, 111. 



An Excursion Train Crashes Through 
a Burning Bridge, 

With OOO Persons on lln.nl; Mure Than 
Half of Thnn Killed or Wounded- The 
Rosier at Hie Dead KimoI. loO-llrarl- 
renrtlng and airkenlng at the 

W"'l II tat UM llead and Dying. 



CnirAOo, Aug 11. --The TUn*t sperlsl from 
forest, 1IL. .ay.: All tha railway horrors In the 
history of this country wore surpassed three 
mile. r..t of Chatsworth hut night when an 
excursion Iruln on the Toledo. Peoria and 
Western mad dropped through a hurnlnir bridge 
and aval aa« hundred people were killed, and 
four times that cumber mora or leu badl? In- 
jured. The train was composed of sll sleeping 
cam. day eoarhe. and ehalr ears and three bag- 
frag*- It waa carrying nine hun 
dred and .lily passeagera, all excursion 
arte, and wa. bound for Niagara Kalis. The 
train hail lieen made up all along the line of the 
Toledo. I'eorl. and Western road, and the on 
curslnnlsta halleil from rartnu. iiolnt. In I'en- 
tral Illinois, the hulk of them, however, min- 
ing fen. Peorls. H<ime of the pa*»enirer. came 
from CanUui. from Kl Paso, Washington, ami. 
In fart, all .latino, along the Hue: some from 
.•farwe.tM llurll.gton and Keokuk. Iowa 
A I|bMBb) and cheap rate YitA been maile for 
the eirurslon. and all sorts of peoplo took ad 
vantage of It. 

When the train drew out of Peoria at "o'clock 
tail erealiur. It wa. loaded to IU utmokt rupor 
Ity. Krery berth tn the *li sleeper, wa. taken, 
and the day ear. earned stity puople rnrh The 
train was so heavy that two engines wrr- hitch- 
ed to It. and when II passed thl. place II was an 
hour and a half behind time. Chats worth, the 
neit station east of here. Is six miles off. and. 
tbe run there was made in seren minute., to the 
terrlhle momentum cd those fifteen aiaal .nit 
two heavy engines, .hooting through .pane at 
the rate of . mile . minute, csn tie understood. 

No Mob ws. !• .t rh.tiwonh, .ml on and 

on the heavy train, with IU living freight, sped 
through the darkni'o of Ihe night Three 
miles east of Chatsworth Is a Utile slough and 
there Ihe railroad tr.rk rrtmsr. a dry run .bout 
ten feel deep and fifteen wide. (Iver this waa 
stretched an ordinary wooden tre.tlr hrldge, 
and as the excursion train came thundering 
down on It. what was Ihe bOfTOf of the rnglneer 
on the front engine when he snw ihst this 
hrldge wu afire Ittghl up before his eyes 
|es|ied tbe bright flame, and the next Instant 
he was among them. There wa. no chance to 
slop. Hail there been warning. It would have 
takrn half a mile to stop thst nn-ni.htng mas. 
of wood. Irou and human llv.-s. snd the train 
was within one hundred yards of the red- 

tonmed messengers of deatb In-fore they rta»hed 
their fatal signal. Into the engineer's face. Hut 
he passed over In ..fely, the first engtne keep- 
ing Ihe rails. 

A. II went over the hrldge fell beneslh It, 
and It could only have been the terrtflr speed 
of ihe train which saved the live. ~of the engl 
neer and his fireman. Uul the nest engine went 
down and Instantly the deed of death wa. 
done. Car rru.hed Into car. roaches piled one 
on top of another, and tn Ihe twinkling of an 
eye nearly one hundred |>eople found In. tint 
death and fifty more were so hurt they could 
not live. As for the wounded. Ihey were 
everywhere. Only the sleeping roaches 
ewB|>ed. and as the startled snd hnir dressed 
pss.engers came tumbling out of them they 
found such a scene of death as Is rarely wit - 
ne.«ed. and such work to do that It seemed as 
If human hands were utterly Incapable. It 
lacked hut five minute, of midnight. Ilown 
In llir dlfch lay the second engine— Knrlneer 
McCllnlork dead snd Fireman Applegate 
badly Injured. On top were plied 
the three tmggago car., one on top of another, 
like a child's card house after he hud .wept tt 
with his hand. Then came the six day ronehe. 
They were telescoped as com never wen* lie 
fore, and three of them were pre..ed lulo Ju.l 
spare enough for one The second ear had 
nixMiiled off 11. Iricks. rru.hed through the cor 
ahead of It, eru.'itng lie- woodwork ..hie like 
tinder, and Iny there re. ting on the top. of the 
seat*, while every pa.»ongor In tin- front ear 
ws. lying dead nr dying underneath. Out of 
thut cur buy. four people came alive. On top of 
the Nci nnd car lov the third, and although the 
I. tier did not cover Its bouror a. Completely, Its 
boitaa wi\» smeared with the blood of II. vie 
tlni.. The other three run were not so badly 
rru.hed. but they were broken nnd Iwt.ted In 
en-ry conroliablo way. and every em. tied tlin- 
tier and beam represented a rru.hed human 
frame snd a broken bone. 

hi.lsntly the air was tilled with the rrle. of 
the wounded and the shriek, of UMsN about to 
die. The groans of men. the scream, of women 
united to make an appalling sound, nnd nl.ivn 
al! rouht \w heard the agonising rrle. of little 
children, .s In some Instance, they lay pinned 
alongside of Ihelr dead paronu. Anil suaTV was 
ftnoiher terrible danger yet to lie met. The 
bridi-e was .till limning, and tho wrecked 
cars wore lying on and sniund the fiercely 
burning embers. Kverywhcro In the wreck 
were wounded nnd unhurt men. women and 
children whose lives could be saved If they 
could lie gotten out, but whose death, anil death 
In a mo.t horrible form. wa. certain If the 
twhted wood of the broken rars caught lire. 
And to tight the fire there was not a drop or 
er, aad only some fifty able-bodied men who 
hud sllll pro.ctioe of mind and nerve enough to 
do their duty. 

The only light was the light of the burning 
bridge. And wlih so much of Its nld Ibi fifty 
nu ii went to work tn subdue it. For four hours 
they fought like fleng.. and for four hours Ihe 
victory hung In the balance. Rarth wa. the 
only weapon with which Ihe fire could be fought. 
an<l so the attempt was modo 10 smother 
It out. There waa no pick or shovel to 
die II up, no basket or burrows to carry It In, 
and so desperate they dug their lingers dnwn 
into the earth, which a long drought had baked 
almost as hard aa stone, and heaped the prec 
Ion. handful, thus hurdly won. upon the en 
crunching flames, and with this earthwork 
built, handful by handful, kept back the foe. 

While thla was going on other brave- men 
crept underneath the wrecked cars, tienrath 
the tire and the wooden bars which held pris- 
oners so many precious lives, and with pieces 
of board and aomotlmr. their hand*, beat hack 
the flames when they flashed up alongside 
some unfortunate wretch who, pinned down by 
a 'i-av> beam, looked on helplessly while It 
•cemed as If his death by tire was certain, and 
while the light was thus going on tho ear. of 
tho workers were tilled with the groans of dy- 
ing men. thn anguished entreaties of those 
i\ he • death seemed cortaln. unlcs. the terrible 
hlnzc could be extinguished, nnd the cries of 
those too badly hurt to rare In what manner the 
end were brought about, so only It would be 
quick. Ho tbey dug up the earth with Ihelr 
hands, reckless of the blood streaming out from 
broken flngernalls, and heaping II ip In Utile 
mounds, while all the while came tbe heart- 
rending cries, "For God', sako, don't let us 

llUlU to dentil "' 

Hut tuially tho vlotory was won, tho fire was 
put out after four hour* of endeavor, and as Its 
last spark died away a light came up In tho cast 
to take IU plaoe, and dawn came upon a scone 
of horror. 

While tho light hail been going on. man had 
been dying, and there was not so many wound- 



ed to take out of the wreck aa there had been 

four hour, before, bnt tn tbe meantime, tha 
oountry bad been aroused: help bad oome from 
ChaUworth, Forest and Piper City, and as the 
dead were laid reverently alongside of eaeh 
other, out in the oomfleld. there were ready 
hands to take tbrm Into Cbauworth, while 
some of the wounded were carried to Piper 
City. 

One hundred mid eighteen waa the awful poll 
Of the dead, while tbe wounded numbered four 
Ume. thai number. The full tale of the dead 
can not, however, be told yet for days. 

Chatsworth wa. turned Into a morgue to-day. 
The town boll, the engine house, the depot 
were all full of dead bodies, while every house 
In the little village had lu quota of the 
wounded. There were over one hundred 
corpses lying In the extemporised dead houses, 
and every man and woman was turned Into an 
amateur but zealous nurse. Over In a lumber 
yard the noise of hammer, and saws rang out 
In the air. and In It busy carpenters were mak- 
ing rough coffins to carry to their homea the 
dead bodies of the exrurslonlsU who, twelve 
hours twfore. hsd left their homes, full of 
pleasurable eipeeutlons of the enjoyment tbey 
were going to have during Ihe vacation which 
had begun. 

When the news of the disaster ws. first 
flashed over the wires prompt aid was at once 
•enl. Dr. Bteele, chief surgeon of the Toledo, 
Peoria and We.tern railroad, had oome on at 
once In a — i -* - . - 1 . 1 train, and with htm were two 
other surgi'ons snd their assistants. From 
Peoria also come Drs. Martin, llaker. Flagloere 
and Johnson, and from every city whence the 
unfortunate exrurslonlsU had come from their 
physicians and friends hurried on to help 
Ihem. From Peoria had also come delegations 
of the Iled Men and the Ancient Order of 
Cntted Workmen,' numliers of both societies 
tiring on the ill faud train, and so after * 
o clock In the morning there were plenty of 
people to do the work that needed such prompt 
attention. 

In the Town H.II was the m.ln hospital, and 
In It anxious relatives and sorrowing friends sat, 
•nd fanning gently the »uBerers' face., queried 
the »t lending surgeons s. they hound up the 
wound., and Insisted that there must 
1* hope. Down In the dead-bouses fathers, 
hu.hands. brothers, sisters, wives and 
rlilldren tearfully ln.|iecled each face a. It was 
uncovered, and ftlghcd a. the features were Un- 
known, or cried out In anguish when the well- 
known face, sometimes fearfully mangled, but 
yet recognisable, was uncovered. The entire 
capacity of the little village was taxed, and 
kind hearted women drove In from mile, to 
give ihelr gentle ministration, to the sufferers. 

No sooner had the wreck occurred than a 
scene of rnbtiery commenced. Home band of 
unspeakable mLcrcants, heartless and with 
only criminal In.tlncta, was on hand, and, 
like the guerrilla, who throng a battle-field of 
the night nfler the conflict and filch from the 
dead the money which thev rerelred for their 
meager pay. .teallng even the bronze medals 
and robbing the children of heroes of the 
other worthless emblems of their f.thers' 
bravery, so last night did Ihese human hyenas 
plunder the desd from thl. terrible accident, 
and take even thn shoes whtch covered their 
feel. Who those wretches are Is not now 
known. Whether they were u bund of pick- 
pockets who accompanied the train or some rob- 
lier gang who wi re lurking In the vicinity, can 
not lie said. The horrible suspicion, however, 
eilsU, and there are many who give It credit, 
that the accident was a deliberately planned 
case of train wrecking: that the hrldge was 
set on fire hy mlsrreanu, who hoped to seize 
the opportunity offered: snd the fact that 
the bridge »a. mi f.r consumed at Ihe time the 
train came along, and the added fact that the 
train waa an hour and a half late, are pointed 
out as evidence of a caretul conspiracy. It 
seems hardly possible that man could be so 
lost to all the ordinary feeling which anlmntes 
the basest of Ihe human rare; but still men 
who will rob dead men, who will steal from 
the dying and will plunder the wounded held 
down by broken beams of a wrecked car, 
wounded whose death hy the fire seemed Immi- 
nent, can do most any thing which Is hose, and 
that 1. what the.c fiends In htimsn form did 
They went Into the cars when the fire wns burn 
Ing fiercely underneath, and when the poor 
wretches who were pinned there liegged them 
"lor liod's sake to help them out," stripped 
them of their watches and Jewelry and 
searched their pockets for money. When the 
dend twidles were luld on! In the corn field these 
hyena, turned them over In their search for 
valuuble.. and thai the plunder wa. done hy an 
organized gang, was proved hy the fart Hint this 
morning out In the com field sixteen purses, all 
empty, were found In one heap. 11 was a 
ghastly plundering, and had the plunderers 
been caught this afternoon they would surely 
huve boon lynched.

There was one Incident of the accident which 
stood out more horrible than all of those horri 
ble scenes. In the seoond coach waa a man, his 
wife and little child. III. name could not be 
learned to day, but It Is said he got on at Pooria. 
When the accident occurred the entire family 
of three wa. caught and held down by broken 
wood-work- Finally, when relief came, the man 
turned to the friendly aid and feebly said: 

"Take out my wife flrst; I'm afraid the child 
Is dead." 

Ho they cairied out the mother, and as s 
broken seat was taken off her crushed breast 
the blood which welled from her hps void how 
badly she waa hurt. They carried the child, a 
f»:i haired blue-eyed girl of three, and laid 
her In the ooraflold, dead, alongside of her 
dying mother. Then they went back for the 
father and brought him out. Both his legs 
were broken, but he crawled through the 
corn to the side of his wifo aud feeling 
her loved features In the darkness, pressed 
some brandy to her lips and asked her how she 
felt A feeble groan was the only answer, and 
the next InsUnt she died. The man felt the 
forms of his dead wife and child, and cried out: 
'My Ood, there la nothing more for me to live 
for now,' and taking a pistol out of his pocket 
pulled the trigger. Tho bullet went surely 
through his brain and the three dead bodies ol 
that little family an- now lying sldo by side tn 
Chatsworth waiting to be Identified. 

At tbe undertakers' and In the engine houso 
and station, wherever tho bodies were put in 
the hastily -constructed coffins, the saddest in 
cldenu were of constant occurrence. One of 
the most tourhlng cases was that of a man 
whose wife and child were both among the 
de.,.1 He came Into tho room where the woman 
and babe were lying together, aud laughingly 
walked up close to them, pointed to the child, 
exclaiming proudly: "That's my baby!" There 
waa a cry of horror In the room at the man's 
supposed unutterable coarseness and hard 
heartcdncss, but the feeling was changed a mo 
men! later. His reason had given way under 
tha shock. At the same moment In another 
part of ibe room, a man waa lying across u 
rough wooden ooflln, saying no word and uppur 
enUy lifeless. He waa uninjured, but his wife 
was tn the coffin over which he hung. 

J. M. Pcnnery, a Peoria attorney, who was In 
the first sleeper, and unhurt gives a vivid ac- 
count of the disaster. He says: "I felt three 
distinct shocks, and then heard a grinding 
sound, and looking out saw that the car In which 
we wore waa directly over tho flro, which wur 
slowly blazing on the stringers of the bridge. 
I got out In ssrety. and tbe scono presented 
to my eye was one 1 wish I could forever 
efface from my memory, but 1 know 1 
never can. The shrieks of the dyln b 
and the glaring faces of the dead win alwuy 
remain with me. To add to the horror. It was 
pitch dark, ssvo the fitful light of the fire undei 
the sleeper which lighted the faces of those 
about only to make Ihelr fear and uugulsh vis 
Ible. On the mouths of most of the corpses 
could be seen foam, which showed that they 
died In agony. At last we secured some feeble 
Ughta, but the wind blow them out and about 
two o'clock the rain poured down In 
torrent, on the unprotected dead and dy- 
ing In the hedges and com fields adjacent Oui 
efforts were divided between trying to put out 
the fire and rescuing the dying, whose cries for 
help were heartrending Indeed. Mothers ran 
wildly about crying for lost children and wlven 
for husbands. Men were weeping over the 
forms of their wives. Prayers, ontreniles and 
groans filled the air until daylight when rebel 
parties got lo work and removed the dead and 
wounded from tho sccno. The bridgo wns on 
tiro before the Iruln struck."

She must refuse fowl for sev- 
eral diiys or attempt suicide to haro bet 
baby back. When sueh horrible deeds 
can be perpetrated, what is the use ol 
spenkinjr of minor tortures? And still 
the worst Is reserved for those who are 
abroad at liberty — for those who are 
guilty of loving their imprisoned 
daughter, thoir brother or their 
sister! Thoir basest kinds of in- 
timidation — the most refined and 
cruel — are used with regard 
to them by the hireling"! of tho auto- 
cracy, nnd I must confess that tho edu- 
cated proetuetirs in the service of the 
stale police used to be much worse in 
this matter than the of&ceraof the gen- 
darmerie or of tho third section. 

Of course, nttompts at suicide — 
sometimes by means of a piece of glass 
taken front a broken window, some- 
times by means of matches carefully 
concealed for whole months, or some- 
times by means of strangulation with a 
towel — are nccossnry couseipicnees of 
such a system. Out of ono hundred 
and nintt-three, nino wont mad and 
cloven attempted suicide. 1 know ono 
of them after his release. Ho has 
made, he said to me, at least half a 
dozen such attempts. He is now dying 
in a French hospital.— In Russian ami 
French Prisons.

Disastrous Conflagration at Plttabursrh, 
l'rnnsjlvanla.

111 certainly roach up in the millions.

These buildings aro now 
burulug fiercely, and at midnight there 
are no indications of tho fire being con- 
trolled. It Is loured that half tho block 
on tho north side of Fifth avenue, between 
Bmllhfield and Wood streets Is. doomed.

Bah Frskcibco, Aug. 11.— A west bound 
passenger train on tho Southern Pacific 
road was run off a switch near Papngo, 
about fifteen miles oast of Tusc >n, Ari- 
zona, laat night, by four maaked mm. 
The engine was derailed, and tho express 
car robbed of about 18,500. The robbery 
occurred at the came point where a west- 
bound express was robbed tn April last. 
On the track beyond where the 
train was brought to a stand-still tho rob- 
bers had fastened three tor|iedoes to warn 
the engineer and compel him to atop hla 
train. The plan to turn the switch and 
ditch th • engine was evidently thought of 
later. Aa soon as the train wont in tho 
ditch one of the robbers who was upon the 
bank commenced firing a Winchester rifle. 
He shot twice through the sleeper and 
twice through tho express car. Thoy 
then went to the mail car and made the 
men como out and go to the express. Thoy 
ordered tho messenger to come out 
but ho would not opon the doors. Thoy 
then blew tbe door open with a giant 
cartridgo and forced tbe mall agont to go 
into tho car ahead. Two of tho robbers 
then went in and ono of them had Route 
Agent Oaultand the mail agent in one and 
of tho car, while tho other covered Smith, 
the messenger, with a revolver, nnd madu 
him open the safo and put the money tn a 
sack. Thoy struck hiinoverthe hood with 
a revolver once, but Old not injure him 
much. There were four men in tho gang. 
Ono was on tho bank, ono on the op- 
posite side of the train, and two 
went Into the express car. Thoy 
did not allow any one to como out of 
tbe coaches. A complete description of 
the robbo. s has boon obtained, aud they 
are believed to bo tho sumo who robbed 
tbe train In April. The ruilway and tbo 
express compaulcs have each offered II ,i*M 
reward for tho arrest of tho robbers. Tho 
train was not making full speed, and the 
ditching of tbo engine and the following 
car kept tho force of tho shock from tho 
passenger coaches. Another engine was 
sont out from Tucson immediately and tho 
train hauled into that place.

CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 

An Ohio Farmer's Karnest Protest Against 
Hie Abuse of l.lvr-Mnrll. 

This subject is one of much impor- 
tance. Cruelty toanitnals is something 
many pWpla indulge in in many ways. 
This I consider one among many great 
sins of which man is guilty. To l»i 
cruel and unkind to dumb beings ii not 
only a sin. but is very unmanly, and 
shows a lack of good judgment an.l 
good common sense. Such people for- 
get that those animals belong to Cod, 
and not to us, but that He has entrusted 

them t ' "-are for a short time only. 

and will one day require us to rende r 
an account of our stewardship. We 
should lie kind to both man and boast, 
and not exercise our privilege so much 
as do some people. Wo should have at 
least some folding for the lowest and 
most degraded creature that treads the 
earth. 

Some people misuse their horses, 
which are of great service to man; in 
fact, it would be impossible for man, at 
this late day, to carry on his farm 
work without the horse. Cattle, too, 
are another kind of stock which receives 
more or less cruel treatment at times. 
Milch cows nre often beaten and 
kicked about, while being pailed. This 
I consider ii n necessary and cruel. I 
have often milked (as our female force 
is light), and never Vol have found it 
necessary to pound a single cow, and I 
have handler} a great many cows. 

Men could Im- severely punished for 
s:o doing. I once knew of a curtain 
man (not a thousand miles off), who 
purchased, of au old acquaintance of 
mine, a very line specimen of the Short- 
horn for the Improvement of hit herd. 
This ahiualwai three years old, and 
weighed, the day he received him, 
l,!l'Ji) pounds. This man was an Inex- 
perienced hand in handling that kind 
of stock, and supposed that much less 
feed was required to keep him 
than othor stock, and, therefore, 
to avoid all expenses of keep, and that 
clear profit might he obtained 
thus, be thought it necessary to put 
him through a fasting process, which, 
in my esiiiiini'ui, he accomplished 
pretty lhor..ir;!d). Curiosity one day 
caused me Ui i all on this man to see his 
bull, and upon entering the. stall I 
found to my astonishment that the bull 
was a« poor as "Job's turkey," and 
without hay, and had not so milch as a 
straw bed, but had to lie down In the 
manure, several inches deep. In the 
following spring ho had the range of a 
grass lot from which to make his living. 
This lot was by the r-.-i lside, and the 
animal hail shed all the hair from the 
shoulders and hack, from Iteing so com 
id. tdi -. aid -d during the previous 
winter, and lieing so very thin, it gave 
him the appearance of a huge buffalo. 
He ilid duty all that summer as a scare- 
crow for passing horaes. Of all the 
cruelty to dumb animate I ever heard 
I never heard of one to bail as this. -

But 
when we eo mo to the Chinese we see a 
plod, plod, plod from year's oud to 
year's end; and w ith the exception of a 
day or two's ruinous dissipation on the 
OCOefrtoa of a marriage or a funeral, 
and a little dumb-show ceremony at tho 
family grave, tho ordinary life of a 
Chinese appears to foreign eves as dull 
as that of agnlley slave. Kveii the rich 
are little better oil' than the poor, 
owing to the absence of means of rec- 
reation and their Inability to enjoy 
tli thai do or might exist- An of- 
ficial dues not fend a theater for fear 
of Iteing denounced and to go for a 
half day's picnic »ould expose him to 
the attacks of the censors. The 
amusements of the Chinese ofllcisls 
must, therefore, lie kept within Hie 
privacy of their own walls, and uu- 
less the\ have a strong I iste for litera- 
tim) or ettrU) collecting, they must 
often be tempted to fall back on per- 
somiLinti ague of various kinda, merely 
to 'occupy the vacant i handlers of tho 
mind. Is it this that muses high prt 
tiest details which in other countries 
would be rele(Mad to quite subordi- 
nate func tionaries? The absence of 
healthv ret Tea tiou nppoars to act on the 
mind as the privation of vegetable diet 
does on the body; in the one case the 
defeel may be remedied by lime juloo; 
what is the cure for tho other? 

The aversion to physical exorcise, 
partly innate nnd partly impiaed by 
I In* oppressive canons of social eti- 
quette. i» perhaps the most morally de- 
structive of all forms of the privation 
of amusement. Moral health has great 
difficulty in maintaining itself without 
frequent ami copious draughts from 
tho t ef resiling springs of nature; and 
the life that is mewed up between 
brick walls, in an atlilosphem laden 
with odious effluvia is of necessity 
throw n back on its own inner dnrkness, 
with what consequences it is easy to 
imagine. All forms of o|ieu-nir aiuuse- 
nn nt ale, therefore, to be .-oii-ideml 
as boons to the Chinese, and if on tho 
love of gambling, already well devel- 
oped, could lit- engrafted the love of 
true abort, it would lie a sign of that 
awakening from the sleep of ages 
which a celebrated cs«n\ist has lately
